Excerpts From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session. 


(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 


(b) a copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
$300. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first 10 days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be $600. If the Bill shall not 
pass second reading, one-half of the fees 
shall be returned. 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the causes of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 


(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 


107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, On good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 
10% inches by 7% inches. There shall 
be a marginal number every fifth line of 
each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the company are payable at 
the same time.

4. (1) Notwithstanding that the term 
of office of some members of the respec- 
tive Councils of The City of Chilliwack 
and The Corporation of the Township of 
Chilliwhack extend to 1980 or until their 
successors take office, the terms of office 
of such members shall terminate upon 
the taking of office by members of the 
first Council elected as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

(2) For greater certainty the term of 
office of those members of the Council 
of The City of Chilliwack and The Cor- 
poration of the Township of Chilliwhack 
whose term of office would normally 
expire in the year 1979 shall be extended 
until the taking of office of the first Coun- 
cil elected as hereinafter provided. 

5. The election of members of the first 
elected Council of the municipality, 
which shall consist of a Mayor and eight 
Aldermen shall be conducted on Satur- 
day, November 17, 1979, and except as 
otherwise provided herein, the provisions 
of the Municipal Act applies to the elec- 
tion. 

6. (1) For the election of the mem- 
bers of the first elected Council, provision 
shall be made for 

(a) the election of a Mayor by the 
electors of the municipality at 
large to hold office on and from 
the date of the first meeting of the 
first elected Council until noon of 
the first Monday after December 
1, 1981, or until his successor is 
sworn in; 
the election of four Aldermen by 
the electors of the municipality at 
large, who shall be the candidates 
polling the highest number of 
votes, each to hold office on and 
from the date of the first meeting 
of the elected Council until noon 
of the first Monday after Decem- 
ber 1, 1981, or until a sufficient 
number of Aldermen have been 
sworn in to make up a quorum; 
the election of four Aldermen by 
the electors of the municipality at 
large, who shall be the candidates 
polling the four next highest num- 
ber of votes, each to hold office 
on and from the date of the first 
meeting of the first elected Coun- 
cil until noon of the first Monday 
after December 1, 1980, or until 
a sufficient number of Aldermen 
have been sworn in to make up a

(2) In the event no poll is required to 
elect the Aldermen referred to in sub- 
paragraph (1) hereof, the Returning 
Officer shall determine which candidates 
shall hold office for the term specified in 
clause (b) of subparagraph (1) and 
which candidates shall hold office for the 
term specified in clause (c) of subpara- 
graph (1). 

(3) A quorum of the first elected 
Council shall be five members. 

(4) Notwithstanding the provisions of 
section 159 of the Municipal Act, the 
first meeting of the first elected Council 
shall be held on January 2, 1980, at 2 
o’clock in the afternoon in the offices of 
the former The Corporation of the Town- 
ship of Chilliwhack. 

7. (1) The Councils of The City of 
Chilliwack and The Corporation of the 
Township of Chilliwhack shall cause to 
be prepared a list of electors to be com- 
bined for the purposes of the first elec- 
tion. 

(2) The Councils of The City of Chil- 
liwack and The Corporation of the 
Township of Chilliwhack shall each ap- 
point one member who with the Mayors 
of the respective municipalities, shall 
form a Court of Revision, which Court of 
Revision shall sit on Monday October 1, 
1979, and shall continue to sit if required 
from day to day and from time to time. 

(3) The Court of Revision, in addition 
to its duties under section 47A of the 
Municipal Act, shall add to the list of 
electors the names of those persons who 
satisfy it that they are Canadian citizens 
or other British subjects of the full age 
of 19 years, and are an owner, a resident, 
or a tenant in occupation of real property 
within the municipality. 

8. Subject to sections 80 and 47a of 
the Municipal Act, the persons qualified 
to vote at the first election are those per- 
sons whose names appear on the list of 
electors referred to in paragraph 7 hereof. 

9. The Returning Officer, who shall be 
a person appointed by both the Council 
of The City of Chilliwack and the Coun- 
cil of The Corporation of the Township 
of Chilliwhack, shall appoint such Deputy 
Returning Officers as are required to 
preside at the respective polling places 
and shall otherwise arrange for the hold- 
ing of the first election and the election 
in 1979 required under the Cultus Lake 
Park Act. 

10. Nominations at the first elections 
shall be held in the former offices of The 
Corporation of the Township of Chilli- 
whack on Monday, October 29, 1979, 
from 10 o’clock in the forenoon to 12 
o’clock noon. 

11. At the first election the polling (if 
any) shall be held from 8 o’clock in the 
forenoon to 8 o’clock in the afternoon. 
An advanced poll shall be held at the 
times and the places specified by the 
Returning Officer. 

12. The City of Chilliwack as incor- 
porated under former Letters Patent is 
hereby declared to be a specified area 
within the meaning of Division 2 of Part 
XVI of the Municipal Act for the provi- 
sion of sewer service, garbage collection, 
and bus service respectively and shall be 
so established by by-law and section 619 
of the Municipal Act, except for the pro- 
visions of subsection (2) thereof applies 
to the said by-law and to any by-law of 
The Corporation of the Township of 
Chilliwhack as incorporated under former 
Letters Patent establishing or extending 
a sewer service area. 

13. Any outstanding debenture debt 
incurred in providing or undertaking 
works or services referred to in para- 


graph 12 hereof and any other outstand- 
ing debenture debt respectively of The 
City of Chilliwack and The Corporation 
of the Township of Chilliwhack existing 
as at December 31, 1979, shall be recov- 
ered by rate, charge, or a tax levied and 
imposed upon real property within those 
portions of the municipality for which 
such works and services were provided 
by the municipalities as incorporated 
under former Letters Patent. 

14. All property, both real and per- 
sonal, and all rights, powers, and privi- 
leges arising out of any contract, agree- 
ment, covenant, or otherwise whatsoever, 
and all taxes, debts, actions, causes of 
action, and all claims and demands what- 
soever, either at law or in equity, apper- 
taining to The City of Chilliwack and 
The Corporation of the Township of 
Chilliwhack on and from January 1, 1980, 
vest in and belong to the municipality. 

15. Nothing in these Letters Patent 
shall impair or affect the rights of any 
creditor of The City of Chilliwack or 
The Corporation of the Township of 
Chilliwhack as incorporated under former 
Letters Patent, and the municipality shall 
be liable for and subject to and shall pay, 
discharge, carry out, and perform all the 
debts, liabilities, obligations, contracts, 
and duties of The City of Chilliwack and 
The Corporation of the Township of 
Chilliwhack which are existing on De- 
cember 31, 1979. 

16. (1) Subject to paragraphs 14 and 
15 of these Letters Patent, all by-laws, 
regulations, rights, resolutions, and _ li- 
cences of whatsoever kind and descrip- 
tion, passed, made, granted, or issued by 
the Councils of the municipalities as in- 
corporated under former Letters Patent 
shall remain in full force and effect in 
and for respectively the former The City 
of Chilliwack and former The Corpora- 
tion of the Township of Chilliwhack 
until such time as they or any of them 
may be revoked or amended by the 
Council of the municipality. 

(2) The Council shall, on or before 
June 30, 1980, determine by resolution 
which such by-laws, regulations, resolu- 
tions, licences, and similar rights shall 
remain in full force and effect in and for 
the municipality. 

17. In the event the Council, upon 
exercising the provisions of paragraph 16, 
inadvertently neglects to preserve or dis- 
pose of any by-law, regulation, right, 
resolution, or licence, the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs, in consultation with 
the Council, may make such disposition 
as he deems appropriate. 

18. The appointment of Judge F. K. 
Grimmett by resolution of the Council 
of The City of Chilliwack on August 13, 
1979, and by resolution of the Council 
of The Corporation of the Township of 
Chilliwhack on August 14, 1979, as ar- 
biter of any unresolved disputes arising 
out of amalgamation as set forth in said 
resolution is hereby ratified. 


19. The real property assessment rolls 
of the former municipalities as prepared 
for the 1980 taxation-year shall be com- 
bined and deemed to be the assessment 
roll of the municipality for the year 
1980, subject to authentication in accord- 
ane with the provisions of the Municipal 

Che 

20. The Boards of Variance of The 
City of Chilliwack and The Corporation 
of the Township of Chilliwhack, as in- 
corporated under former Letters Patent, 
shall continue within their respective 
jurisdiction until a Board of Variance is 
established by the council of the munici- 
pality on or before June 30, 1980.

municipality, electoral area, or defined 
portion thereof, the product of 0.5 mill 
on taxable assessed values for school 
purposes in the current year, excluding 
property that is taxable for school pur- 
poses only by special Act. 

“5. The annual net cost pursuant to this 
Division shall be apportioned among the 
member municipalities liable to share 
such costs on the basis of assessment, 
which may be taxed in the current year 
for school purposes, excluding property 
that is taxable for school purposes only 
by special Act. 

“6. No debt, other than temporary 
current borrowing, shall be incurred for 
the purposes of this function. 


“7, On the issuance of these supple- 
mentary Letters Patent, the Regional Dis- 
trict of Kitimat-Stikine is empowered to 
jointly exercise the function of Economic 
Development Commission with the Cen- 
tral Coast Regional District, or enter into 
a contractual arrangement to supply such 
services to the Central Coast Regional 
District.” 

And that the Letters Patent, as 
amended, of the Regional District of 
Kitimat-Stikine be deemed to be further 
amended accordingly.
